DIPLOMACY. 
POURPARLERS. 

Loxvox, April 23.—Tclegrams from Vienna 
indicate that the pourparlers between Austria 
and Russia are not going on smoothly. . Evi- 
dence of this is believed to be found in the at- 
tacks in the 5 press against Austria. 

/ BXPLANATION. 
A sa et ar at St. Petersburg of the Po- 
litical Corr edence, of Vienra, partly explains 
this irritation. He says: Russia is ardent in 
her desire to satisfy the just demands of Aus- 
tria, but Austria must not stick too tenaciously 
to points which, not recognized before the 
treaty of San Stefano, are pow declared of such 
importance or necessity.”’ 

A DANGEROUS GAME. 

Sr. Pererspure, April 23.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg publishes an article which, while ex- 
pressing a belicf that the Congress will soon as- 
sembie, says that this alone will pot constitute 
a guarantee of peace. The Journal considers it 
necessary that a frank and exhaustive exchange 
of views between the Cabinets should precede 
the Congress. The article cqgciudes as follows: 
“ff the British Cabinet really desires peace, 
and, at the same time, expects greater advant- 


ages for England by intimidati Russia, it is 


plaving a dangerous game, which will not lead 
to peace, but to war.“ 
A REQUEST. 

Loxpox, April 23.—A Vienna correspondent 
hears that Russia, fearing the Turks, wil per- 
mit the English to occupy the forts on the Bos- 
phorus in the event of war, has asked Germany 
to guarantee a line of demarcation during the 
negotiations. Prince Bismarck is cousidering 
the request. 

UNCERTAINTY. 

ASt. Petersburg correspondent telegraphs: 
The report that Prince Bismarck intends to 
abandon all further attempts at conciliation is 
not believed in well-informed circles, but little 
confidence is placed in the ultimate success of 
the negotiations. The Journal de St. Petersburg 
is also despondent about the result of the nego- 
tiations. 

A correspondent at Berlin says the prelimi- 
nary conference has not even been mentioned in 
the recent negotiations. It is considered that 
Russia’s willingness to treat about the with- 
drawal of her forces from Constantinople mere- 
ly indicates a wish to temporize. 

NO CHANGE. 

St. PeTeRsBURG, April 23.—The Agence Busse 
says the situation is unchanged. 

LoNx Dbox, April 23.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg says: The Grand Duke Nicholas 
will return here in about ten days. Prince 
Gortschakoff is indisposed.”’ 

ACCEPTED. 

Paris journals state that invitations to the 
Congress to examine the changes necessary in 
the existing treaties have been semi-officially 
communicated to the several Powers. All ex- 
cept England have declared their readiness to 
accept the invitation unreservedly. England 
still insists on the condition that all the great 
changes in the East, such as those proposed by 
the treaty of San Stefano, shall be treated as 
European, and not merely as a Turco-Russiau 
questiou.

OUTSPOKEN COMMENT. 

Loxpox, April 23.—The Daily News, tn a lead- 
ing editorial, says the policy of the British 
Ministry is becoming a matter of growing im- 
portance. Referring to the present military 
preparations, it says: They may be mere pro- 
cautions, but there is not one of them which 
does hot mark our progress to 6 state 
of war.

Lorpon, April 23.—Witbout waiting for the 
official returns of the men of the reserve who 
have just joined the regular forces, the Times 
describes this crucial test of the system of 
reserves as success{ul, aud ag demonstrating, be- 
youd question the wisdom of the principle of 
short service and large reserves in the army. It 
says: Durtug the last fortnight men have 
flocked to their colors in numbers as large 
as could be wisbhed by the most sanguine 
well-wisher. It is impossible to tell yet the 
proportion of willful desertions, but for a cou- 
siderable number of defaulters fairly good ex- 
cuses are forthcoming. In some instances, as 
at Piymouth, every man has presented bim- 
self.

ACTUAL WAR. 
» THE MUSSULMAN UPRISING. 

Lonpox, April 23.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople says the Grand Duke Nicholas has 
proposed to the Seraskierate to send a mixed 
commission of Russian and Turkish officers to 
the scene of the conflicts between armed Mus- 
sulmans and the Russian troops mentioned in 
the dispatch from that city last night, with the 
object of pacification, arid that the proposal has 
been accepted. The Porte is not acquainted 
with the exggt nature of this insurrection, but it 
is supposed that the insurgents consist of three 
battalions of the former garrison of Nisch, who, 
in retreating to the mountains, joined the scat- 
tered remains of Suleiman Pasha’s army, and 
have since been reinforced by the Mussulman 
inhabitants. The locality of this revolt is be- 
twen the Valley of the Maritza and San Stefano. 
Another insurrection of Mussulmans has brok- 
en out in Macedonia. The commandant at 
Monastir has sent for troops. The Russians 
have also dispatched troops to the scene. 

VERY SERIOUS. 

Pera correspondence shows that the Mussul- 
man insurrection is formidable. It engages 
30,000 Russian troops, and extends over an area 
of 10,000 square miles from between Tatar-

Lonpon, April 28.—The Times correspond- 
ent, writing from Vienna, says: Whatever 
Russia’s motives are in occupying Roumania, 
no information can do away with the 
fact itself that the principality 
coming more and more at its 
mercy. The growing suspicion that 
some members of the Roumanian Cabinet, 
especially Cogalniceano, the Foreign Minister, 
favors the transaction, bas tended to increase 
the popular irritation. Whether or not there is 
any foundation for such suspicion, it seems cer- 
tain the present state of things is too strained 
to last, and that either an undersqainding or an 
open rupture with Russia must soon eusue.”’ 

AUSTRIAN INFLUENCE. 

A correspondent explains the massing of 
troops in Roumania as a necessary precaution, 
adding that it micht have been less necessary 
had Bratiano, the Roumauiau Minister-Presi- 
deut, everywhere met with the same reception 
as at Berliv. The latter allusion indicates that 
the Russians think the Roumanians are 
encouraged by Austria to resist. Of this, the 
Times Vienna correspondent says: It merely 
shows the Russians have erred in thinking that 
Austria wished to drive a bargaiu. Austria has 
more interest than any cher country ip pre- 
venting a conflict between Russiaand Roumania, 
and, far from inciting the Roumaniaus to a col- 
sion, the very reverse was done.“

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC. 
PASSAGE OF THE EXTENSION BILL. 
Sreciat Dispatch to The Tribune. 
Wasuwerom D. C., April 23.—Tne Senate, 
after a prolonged debatc, passed the bili extending 
the charter of the Northern Pacific Railroad for ten 


years, witb a number of conditions demanded by 


the people of Oregon. The rbad is to be built 
eastward from the Colambia River at the rate of 
twenty-five miles iu the first year ana forty miles 
annualiy thereafter, and westward seventy-fird 
miles in the first year and sixty miles annually 
thereafter, until completed: The road through 
the passes of the Cascade Mountains is to be 
open for trains of other roads, and the portions 
of the road around the falls at two pointe on the 
Columbia River are to be completed and equipped 
within two years. These last provisions were 
earnestly debated, but Mr. Mitchell, of Oregon, 
insisted upon their adoption as the only way of 
dreakint up an offensive monopoly that now con- 
trols the navigation of the Columbia River. 

It was stated during the debate that some 829, 
000, 000 of original Northern Pacitic bunds were 
sold, and that $2,000,000 of them have been ex- 


changed for 2 stock at their par value, with 
an additional 40 per cent to pay interest in advance 
for five years at 8 per cent. 

The bill passed withont division, and, although 
there were many amendments, they were all un- 
derstood to be acceptabie to the Railroad Company. 
It is generally conceded that it wili pass the House. 

The large im ration to the eastern portion of 
the route is rapidly developing the rich agricultaral 
lands through which it passes, and the road is 
making the lowest possible charges. Grain was 
carried last year from the Red River to Duluth, 
250 miles. for 12 cents a bushel, or One and three- 
quarters cents per ton per mile.

SCANDALOUS CHARGES. 


Atrocious Characters Given to the Mana- 
gers of the Beaf and Dumb Asylum at 
Delavan, Wis., by a Discharged Employe. 

' Spectal Dispateh to The Tribune, 
Mavison, Wis., April 23.—The scandal men- 
tioned in these dispatches last night in regard to 
the Deaf and Dumb Asylum at Delavan, Wis., has 
developed to a certain extent. The State Board of 

Charities and Reforms bad a meeting this morning, 

and adjourned to meet in Delavan to-morrow 

night, where they will be present at an investiga- 
tion to be conducted by the local Board of that in- 
stitution. The charges are specific, and were first 
brought te the attention of the Board by a teacher 
named Cyrus L. WHliams, at present teaching 
in the Jones School in Chicago, who had 
been discharged from the Delavan instita- 
tion, and posted throughout the country by 
the managers of the institution as a person wholly 
unfit for employment. On running against sev- 
eral snags of this character, Mr. Williams in self- 
defense wrote the Board of Charities and Reform, 
making definite charges that Prof, Demott, the 
Principal, was criminally intimate with female 
teachers and female mute scholars of that instita- 
tion, and that Steward Woodbury was not only 
guilty of like improprieties, but had also raped 
some of the mute scholars, furnishing the Board 
with the names of the parties who would corrob- 
orate his story. No attention being paid to his 
letters, and being unable to procure a situation on 
account of the officersof the metitution persist- 
ently persecuting him, he threatened to 
bring the matter before the Legislature. 
This satisfied the Board of the truth of the 
charges, and their consideration was had. A meeting 
being called here for that purpose, now the matter 
has become public. The charges will be probed to 
the bottom, and, if proven, will show to the world 
oflicial leprosy unparalleled in the history of our 
State. ve Board, at its meeting this morning, 
had a large bupdle of documentary evidence before 
them. One of the members of the Board tola your 
representative to-day that he sbould receive the 
testimony of the deaf mutes witha great deal of 
allowance, as it was shown on the trial of Supt.

CINCHONA AND ALCOHOL. 


All About Them—What the Discoverer of 
the Cinchena Cure for Drunkenness Has 
to Say, 

To the Editor of The Tridune. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 19.—The basis of 
anythinginthe shape of a liquid which, when 
drank, produces intoxication, is alcohol. Brar dy. 
whisky, wine, gin, ale, porter, beer, or the fancy 

French liqueres, German kimmel, and Irish poteen, 

all contain it as the foandation of their worth, in

Alcohol, when 
properly used, however, is one of the most useful 
articles; indeed, science and art could ill afford to 
ciepense with it; but. when used as a stimulant. 
it is most destructive, being powerfully dif- 
fusive, exciting the system, rendering the 
pulse full, adding a forced energy to 
the muscles, and temporarily exalting 
the menta] faculties, When it enters the system 
in improper quantisies, as it very frequently does 
from overdrinking, it produces a true apoviectic 
state, ahd octasionally death. The habitual use 
of it has a deleterious effect on the whole econo- 
my, weakening the digestive powers, impairing 
the appetite, enfeebling the muscular and decaying 
the generating functions.

To call drinking liquor a Aabdit is nonsense. a 
misnomer. Profanity, a passion for theatres, for 
political office, for fasnionable elothes, fast horses. 
gaming and the like, are Aadvifs, but these do not 
affect the physical system. Not so with the crav- 
ing for liquor. When that once gets hod of the 
nerves of the strongest of the strong, his will-power 
is gone, and sometimes hie physical strength also. 
His Nabe leave him—disease takes hold. Hahit! 
One might as well call the tertiary ague the result 
of habit. And this word, done, brings to mind how 
it was that I discovered the remedy which cures 
drunkenness—tincture of cinchona.

craving for it, as well as whisky (his favorite bev- 
erage), al! vanished. ‘‘I felt.“ sad he, that 
some angel uad ent the unseen chain that hold me 
to the bottle.’ 

There is no doubt about cinchona,.when pure, 
curing the drunkard's disease, appetite, or what- 
over people may choose to call it; but the difficul- 

lies jo getting bark or tincture that is pure. 

Phe tincture sold in drug-stores is made from yel- 
low bark, costing 30 to 35 cents a pound, instead 
of from the red bark, which costs from $2 to $5 
per pound at wholesale. according to freshness 
and purity. Of course, druggists can put up the 
remedy if they wish to; but the tempiation to use 
either cheap yellow bark or stale bark on their 
hands is so strong they give way to it, thus frus- 
trating my effort to do good by making my dis- 
covery public. 

As many persons are in ignorance as to what 
cinchona is, permit me to inform them of some 
facts relating to it: It was introduced into Europe 
in 1640, and there known as desuit's bark; bat it 
was not until 1737 that it attracted the attention 
of naturalists. In that year La Condamine, on a 
journey to Lima, through Loxa, examined the 
tree, upon his return pub! pshing a description of it 
in the memoirs of the French Academy. Soon 
thereafter Linneus took note of and classified it. 
giving it the name Cinchona YU cinalisa, in honor 
of the Countess Cinchon, who had first carried it 
te Europe. In time, a vast number of plants be- 
longing to the Linwan species were added, and at 
last this number became sv great tbat botanists 
were compelled to distribute the varieties of the 
same tree into several groups, each Constiteting a 
distinct group, bat all associates in the same fam- 
ily, Thus it is that we have Cinchona fava (yellow 
park), Ci.chona pallida (pale bark), Cinchona rubra 
(red bark), ete. Besides, in the way of adulterations, 
hosts of false or Carthagenian barks, 
Payta bark, Chinese bark, etc., a deecrip ition of 
which would fill Tur Trisuse. Chemical experi- 
‘ence has developed the fact, however, that red bark 
yields from two to three and seven- -eignthe of tue 
active principle, pure conchonia, and less than one- 
half per cent of quinine; whereas yellow bark 
yields less than one-twelfth of cinchonia, but 
about 2 per cent of quinine. The truth is, there 
ys no articie in the market eo difficult to procure as 

enuine Cinchona rubra, or pure red bark; and it 
„ safe to say that not one druggtst out of five hun: 
dred is able to distinguish the difference between 
itand the more than * varieties of counterfei. 
barks which have been either mixed with it or gold 
for it. So important and valuable a bark has not 
been lost sight of by dealers, nor have they failed 
to profit by the substitution of other barks resem- 

ling it. 
N The vulue of cinchona as a medicinal bark was 
not known, as hinted before, until almost the mid- 
die of the seventeenth century, though the natives 
of Peru are supposed to have known of its cura- 
tive properties long before that. Humboldt as- 
cribes ite — tothe Jesuits, who were sent 
to Perna missionaries. As bitterae had been 
chiefly re ed on in the treatment of intermittents 
in Europe, and as the bitterness was observed to 
be a ominant p rty in the bark of certain 
trees which were te! in cleaning the forests, the 

jeste were naturally led to give it a trial in the

Cinchona is justly ranked at the very 12 of the 
class of medicincs called tonies; but, besides the 
mere excitation of the ordinary _ functions 
health, it produces other effects upon the system 
which must be considered n and inde 
ent of its tonic operation. So say Drs, Woo 
Bache, in their United States Dispensatory, the 
guide- book of every druggist in the country, But 
the power by which, when ad.ninistered in the in- 
tervals of intermittent disorders (periodical sprees, 
fur inetance), it Interrupts the progress of the dis- 
ease, is something more than whatis usually un- 
derstood by the tonic property; for no other sub- 
stance known, however powerful or permanent 
may be the excitement which tt produces, exercises a 
contro! at alleomparabtetothal ar cinchona. This is 
a fact admitted by all intelligent physiciansin the 
world. As itis probable that, in the intervals of 
periodical disorders, a train of morbid action is 
going on aut of our sight, within the recesses of 
ihe nervous system, it is also probable that the 
tincture of the true red bark produces in the same 
system an action equally mysterious, which super- 
sedes that of the malady, and thus accomplishes 
the restoration of the patient.

I know there are hun- 
dreds of pretenders who profess to cure the 
complaint, specialists,“ etc., but I am not one of 
these. Like other medical men, I must live, there- 
fore must charge these whom I doctor. If, how- 
ever, they wish to doctor thenibel ves, [ have told 
them how. If they can get the article, -—and I sce 
no reason why they cannot,—they do not need my 
services, or the services of any other physician; 
but, as I have found it utterly impossible to pro- 
cure the genuine bark without having it especially 
ordered for me, I fear many persons are likely to 
be imposed upon. It should not be thus in lite; 
but the ruling passion (or Aabic) is, to make all the 
money that can be made by sel! ing infertor goods;

TEMPERANCE.

Jour. Ul. April 23.—Henry Schoettes, the

corrupt practices orerime.”’ Schoettes has been 
indicted and fined a number of times for vioiations 
of the Liquor law, and has served several jail sen- 
tences for similar offenses. ‘The matter is cre ating 
considerable feeling here, and the decision of the 
Council, whieh passes upon the qualifications of 
mem vers, is awaited with interest.

Under 
the tariff the Treasury collects $125,000,000 
revenue annually, but this is merely the 
Government's share of not less than 
$600,000,000 of taxes paid by the public. 
It cost the people not less than $30,000,000 
to get this $7,500,000 into the Treasury, and 
this appropriation in reality represents the 
$30,000,000 taxes paid by the country. Of 
the 296 Congressional Districts, about 100 
ee, Airpctly -~ indirectly, no share of 
the money to be expended.

THE SENATE RESUMPTION SCHEME. 

Mr. Voorness has offered an amendment 
to the bill reported in the Senate as a sub- 
stitute for the House bill repealing the Re- 
sumption act. As the bill now stands, it 
provides that greenbacks shall be received 
for duties, and that no more notes shall be 
retired on the 80 per cent basis after Oct. 1, 
1878.

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SECRETARY SHERMAN’S VINDICATION.

TAXING INCOMES FROM SALARIES. 

In the matter of imposing taxes on in- 
comes, it is wellto understand that a very 
large class of persons who receive fixed in- 
comes from sélaries will be exempt from 
taxation under the Income-Tax law. We 
print this morning in one of our Washington 
letters a transcript of the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States, in a case 
taken up from Massachusetts, where the 
Court held that a judicial officer of a State 
could not be taxed on an income derived 
from his official salary. This decision ap- 
plied directly only to the salaries of judicial 
officers, but it in spirit and reason applied to 
all State officers alike, and it was 80 
understood by the Revenue Department, and 
the collection of such taxes on incomes from 
salaries of State officers was thereafter dis- 
continued. The Court held that for the 
same reason which prohibited the States 
from taxing the salaries of Federal 
officers the Federal Government is 
prohibited from taxing the salaries of 
the judicial officers of the States, and, by 
implication, the prohibition extends to taxa- 
tion of the official income of any other State 
officer, or any officer appointed or elected 
under the Constitution or laws of any State. 
This decision will release from payment of 
any income tax on official salaries all execu- 
tive, judicial, and legislative officers of the 
State Governments; all Sheriffs, Ooroners, 
State’s Attorneys; all County Treasurers, 
Tax-Collectors, Assessors; all Justices of 
the Peace; all Mayors, Comptrollers, 
Attorneys, Treasurers, and all other 
officers of City Governments. This 
this State will count 
up about 2,500 persons, if extended to all 
the thirty-eight States of the Union, will 
createa numerous privileged class, an office- 
holding aristocracy. The man whois employed 
in a factory, workshop, warehouse, or in any 
private establishment or occupation, will 
have to pay a tax on his income—on his 
earnings; but the man who can get employ- 
ment under any State, County, or City Gov- 
ernment will be exempt. The whole official 
class, therefore, wiil enjoy an exemption de- 
nied to all other classes of society. Esti- 
mating the official incomes in this State at 
an average salary of $1,500 each, the total 
official income in illinois of $10,000,000 will 
be exempt and pay-no tax. This exemption, 
it will be seen, is of a character that does 
not depend on the law of Congress; it is in- 
cidental to and part of the system of our 
two forms of government, each in the mat- 
ter of its own integrity being independent 
of the other. 
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THE DANGERS OF COMMUNISM. 

One of the most alarming public dangers 
which threatens the future safety of this Re- 
public is Communism. Its growth during 
the past twenty-five years has been so rapid 
that its disciples are found not only in the 
large cities, but in t OY town and 
village of ths Unio unity which 
they have enjoyed a of the au- 
thorities has emb- pd them to give pub- 
licity to their pernicious sentiments, and to 
openly boast their hostility to society and 
their determination, when the opportunity 
comes, to assail and overthrow the rights of 
property. On Friday last, Good Friday, a 
herd of these wretches had another banguet 
in New York, headed by Citizen Mercy, the 
murderer of the Archbishop of Paris and 
other hostages, and amid oaths, blasphemy, 
and obscenities drank to the toast: The 
annihilation of the priests and all other ras- 
cals, and the destruction of the Church.” A 
few years ago such a desecration of a solemn 
religious anniversary by such a crew of for- 
eign wretches would have caused a thrill of 
indignation throughout the entire country. 
That it passes new almost unnoticed is one 
of the proofs of the growing audacity of 
Communism. 

One of the worst and most dangerous 
forms of Communism in this country is not 
that development which manifests itself in 
violence and incendiarism, for that can be put 
down by the strong hand of the law, but in the 
plunder and misgovernment of cities. Tweed- 
ism was one of the most alarming phases of 
Communism. It carried out the very essence 
of its doctrines in the spoliage of public 
property. Its fallowing was a foreign rabble 
who cared nothing for the principles of 
our Government and knew nothing of them, 
and Tammany Hall was the centre of its 
operations. It seized upon the offices, ab- 
sorbed the taxes, and, when they were not 
sufficient for its purposes, doubled them. 
It swelled the bonded indebtedness until the 
whole community staggered under the load. 
It sold the bonds and invested the proceeds 
in public works, constructed at five times 
their value, in order to give the leading 
Communists an opportunity to steal per- 
centages on contracts and to furnish work 
that was unnecessary to the crowd whom they 
dominated, and who gave them their votes 
in return, thus enabling them to keep their 
offices and continue their system of public 
plunder. TwerxEp's grab of six millions was 
but one steal. His Ring grabbed twenty 
millions. That was not all of it. Commu- 
nism has stolen millions upon millions, repre- 
sented in a debt of one hundred and forty 
millions which New York City can never pay. 
From New York, this phase of Communism 
has spread to other cities. Chicago has been 
no exception to the rule. We are cursed with 
it in our County Government. We have the 
same rings, the same corrupt system of job- 
beries, the same fraudulent contracts, the 
same stealing and plundering, the same grab- 
bing of offices at the hands of Communistic 
bummers. It has obtained so firm a grip, 
and has so spread and strengthened itself 
that the Government of cities and towns has 
already become one of the most vital as well 
as one of the most complicated questions for 
future solution. Its clutch upon the tax- 
payers can hardly be loosened except by a 
great popular revolution. 

It will be surprising if Communism is sat- 
isfied with public stealing. There are other 
elements of danger in it that only need 
the opportunity to come to the surface and 
manifest themselves in violence, sedition, 
incendiarism, and mob rule. The railroad 
labor riots of last summer are an illustration. 
The uprising at first pretended to be a 
peaceful one, and was made upon a question 
of wages. Communism seized the strike 
and controlled it for its own purposes of 


incendiarism, murder, and plunder. The 


slaughter at Pittsburg, the violence in Chi- 


cago, Louisville, St. Louis, Baltimore, In- 
dianapolis, Fort Wayne, and other cities, 
the millions of dollars’ worth of property 
destroyed in all parts of the country, the 
stoppage of transportation and the embargo 
laid upon commerce, were not the work of dis- 
contented workmen so much as of scheming 
Communists, who saw in this. general 


strike an opportunity to deal a blow 


at property and society. The recent 
outbreak of Kearneyism in Califor- 
nia was an effort in the same di- 
rection, and it might have succeeded had it 
not been for the prompt and fearless denun- 
ciation of these scoundrels by the Catholic 
Archbishop of San Francisco. The outrage- 
ous massacre of negroes at Coal Creek, which 
was aided and abetted by the demagogical 
and Commune-sympathizing Governor of 
Indiana, was another manifestation of its 
devilish spirit. The recent action taken by 
the non-English-speaking Communists of 
this city in enrolling themselves into compa- 
nies and arming themselves with guns, 
with the hope of inducing discontented 
laboring men to join them in some sudden 
uprising, has the same object in view. If 
laboring men are wise, they will pay no heed 
to these firebrands. Their intention is not 
to attack business men, who have made no 
assault upon them, but the police and the 
militia who put them down last summer, 
and who will put them down again when the 
time comes. Workingmen should remember 
that it was a similar rising against 
the Government of France that led 
to the shooting of 20,000 Communists and 
the exile of thousands more. If they shoot, 
they will be shot at. If they draw blood, their 
blood will be drawn. In the end the law will 
be vindicated, and ;the Government will pre- 
vail, though it cost the lives of the whole 
worthless herd. The next time that the law 
deals with them, it will act more promptly 
and vigorously than it did last summer. I 
necessary, Communism will be put down in 
American cities as it was in Paris. It none the 
less behooves the authorities to be on thealert. 
A prompt and therough suppression of Com- 
munism in its first violent manifestations will 
do much to ward off an alarming future danger. 
To suppress Communism in its forms of cor- 
rupt City and County Government is a ques- 
tion which will take a longer time to solve, 
but it never will be solved until the honest, 
law-abiding citizens rise en masse and pre- 
sent a solid front against it at the ballot-box.

IILrowv—wbich as journalists 
we felt compelled to pubiish -says: ‘* How salient 
and salacious it is may, be judged from the fact that 
Thursday's Caicaco Trinung republishes it, giv- 
ing the Inter- Ocean credit.—a thing it was never 
known to do before.

The retirement of the great French actor, 
BrRessant, from the stage of the Comedie- 
Francaise, where be has been a societaire for 
twenty-three years, make a few notes as to the 
principles on which that world-famous company 
is copducted. ‘Ihe actors are divided into two 
classes, the pensionnaires, who reccive fixed sai- 
aries, and the societaires, or shareholders. A 
societaire receives an armual salary of $2,400, 
plus in some cases an allowance from the funds 
controlled by the Government, but never ex- 
ceeding $1,200. He, or she, has also a share in 
the profits of the year,—if there should be 
profits. In 1877 the dividend was 34,000 a head; 
per contra, one night in 1831 ‘*Tartuffe” and 
„Le Legs“ were played to a $13.60 house, and 
in 1833 the company was $120,000 in 
debt. Only half of the dividend goes 
to the actor, however; the remainder 
is invested for him or her, to be drawn out at 
retirement; the interest on this accumulation 


belongs to the company, and constitutes the 


Pension Fund. A _ sociefaire is further en- 
titled to firing, to a benefit when he leaves the 
stage, and to an annual pension thereafter of 
$1,000, there being au addition to this pension 
of $40 a year for every year above twenty that 
he remains on the stage. After having been 
ten years a societaire he comes up for re-election 
for another decade, or, if he has not answered 
the expectation of his comrades, they have the 
right of sheiving him with a pension. Bres- 
SANT, a man of 63, who had been twenty-three 
years on the stage of this theatre, tound bim- 
self with $17,000 in the Socicty’s fund, his 
henefit yielded $6,000, and he has an 
annual peusion for life of $1,120. Capitalizing 
this at 5 per cent, this gives a fortune of 
$40,000 odd after forty odd years on the stage, 
to which should be added any savings that he 
may have made during the twenty-three years 
when his average income wus 83.750 a year. 


| Not only is an income of this sort very small 


when compared with that of a star in opera like 
Patti or Caro, but it is small when com- 
pared with that of an American actor of high 
class or pretensions. The “talent” of a 
variety actress or a negro minstrel is probably 
better rewarded here than that of a Gerrroy 
or a Reonrerisin France, though at the end 
the French actor finds himself provided for in 
his old age in modest comfort. : 

A finer example of first-class Bourbonism is 
seldom to be found than that which is just now 
visible to the naked eye in the neighboring city 
of Milwaukee. At the recent municipal elec- 
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tion there, the Democratic city officers were 


elected by only a very insignificant majority, 
considering the reputation of Milwaukee as a 
banner Bourbon city,—the canaidate for Mayor 
receiving less than 300 majority, ana the others 
only a few hundred more, and this tight squeeze 
was supplemented by nearly a tie in the Com- 
mon Council, both parties claiming a majority 
in that body. Under such circumstances it was 
thought that the new Mayor would see the 
handwriting on the wall, and use his new oppor- 
tuvities with such discretion as would redound 
to his own credit and to the benefit of bis party 
in the future. But his ideas of Civil- 
Service reform were pretty well illus- 
trated on Monday when he sent to 
ine Common Council for confirmation the 
names of the gentlemen whom he wished to 
have appointed as City Engineer, Chief of Po- 
lice, Health Commissioner, Caief Engineer of 
the Fire Department, and Member of the Board 
ot Public Works. These offices have all been 
filled by able and exper.enced men—notably so 
were the offices of Chief of Police, City En- 
gineer, and Chief of the Fire Department, and 
it is nothing to the discredit of the new nom- 
inees to sav that not one of themis as compe- 
tent as his predecessor. Mayor BLACK, who has 
amassed a large fortune in the wholesale liquor 
trade, has not conducted his own private busi- 
ness in the same way that he has started out to 
manage the affairs of the city, and the sooner 
he turns from the dictation of the ringsters and 
ward politicians to consider the interests of the 
taxpayers, the better it will be: for his reputa- 
tion. Not one of the new appointments was 
confirmed, but all were put over for one week; 
meanwhile business is entirely suspended among 
politicians, and the war between the contending 
factions wages with unabated fury. The new 
Mayor recalls to mind a certain classical al- 
lusion to the uneasiness of a head that wears a 
crown, and sometimes, when sitting on the rag- 
ged edge, listening to the conflicting advice of 
party friends, he even wishes that he were dead. 


A correspondent has asked us to explain how it 
has come about that gold has fallen so fast and so 
far in the teeth of the Silver law. Our explanation 
is very simple: The Silver bill, as Congress es- 
tablished it, is not yet fully enacted. It passed 
the Honse, it passed the Senate, it passed the 
President by jumping over his pen, but it did not 
pase the Secretary of the Treasury. Mr. SHERMAN 
has taken the Silver law and buttoned it up in bis 
pocket, under a broad button of gold. He is coin- 
ing the big white dollar as fast as the inints can 
turn it out. In doing so he obevs Congress to the 
letter. But he will not allow a single dollar to 
leave the Treasury except in exchange for gold, or 
at gold value in silver bullion. His interpretation 
of the law has drawn the fangs of the silver ser- 
pent. —Boston Herald.

He must either buy it with 
gold or silver dollars, and, as the latter are 
legally worth as much as the former, why 
should he not deiaand as much in silver bullion 
for them? He can buy all the silver bullion 
he wants on those terms. What did the Her- 
ald suppose the Secretary intended to do with 
the big white dollars“ which the mints are 
turning out as fast as they can! Eat them? Give 
them away? Throw them in the Potomac! Did 
it waut -him to hoard them? In that. case he 
would have to pay out nearly four millions a 
month of gold to buy silver bulliou, while the 
silver would be unemployed in the Treasury. 
Putting the silver dollars into ¢irculation in 
purchase of bullion for coinage does not strike 
us as drawing teeth from the silver men very

The farmers in many counties in Wisconsin 


that are specially adapted to grazing are turning 
their attention almost exclusively to the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese. Much of the 
land in that State that was originally covered 
with hard-wood timber is found to be a most 
excellent soil for grass, and the products of the 
dairy are proving to be safer and more profitable 
thau grain-raising and its attendant hard work. 
Some of the counties have almost entirely dis- 
carded whcat as the principal crop, and the cow 
has taken the piace of the plow. Sheboygan 
County is a notable example of this sort. Last 
year there are over sixty cheese factories in the 
county, which is composed of only sixteen 
townships, and the amount of cheese and 
butter sold during the season aggregated over 
$1,000,000. It is needless to say that these peo- 
ple are getting rich rapidly, and that they have 
adopted a pursuit that will keep their farms in 
better order than grain-growing, while the hard 
labor necessary to carry them on must be per- 
ceptibly less. Jefferson and Kenosha Counties 
stand nett highest on the list to Sheboygan as 
cheese-producing counties, although the latter 
has given a good deal of attention to the breed- 
ing of blooded stock and fine-wooled sheep. 
The farmers of other sections are preparing to 
follow the example of their enterprising neigh- 
bors, and it will not be long before Wisconsin 
will be as noted for good cheese and butter as 
she has long been for the fine quality of ber 
Wheat.

RAILROAD DEPRECIATON. 

Mr. Muirhead—You have cited a case, Mr. Der- 
ickson, where the value has depreciated from 
Ses. 000, 000 to $1,500,000 in four years. Maat 
value does that represent? 

Mr. Derickson— What the capital stock would 
sell for in the market, zess the equalized assessed 
value of the tangible property. 

Mr. Muirhead— The right of way and the rolling 
stock? 

Mr. Derickson—No. Thatistangible property. 
The State Board, say, in the case of the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad, ascertained how 
much stock it holds, and then what it is worth in 
the market—eay $16,000,000. There is anotaer 
Committee who have gone through the process of 
assessing and equalizing the right of way, the road- 
ped, ties, rails, fish-plates, and all that goes to 
make up the road and the roiling stock. That is 
called tangible property. It is deducted from 
the capital stock, which has been reduced to 
the general average of the assessed value 
of the average property of the State. That would 
be $8, 000, Then, if the tangibie * * 
would stand, as asecssed and equalized, at N. * 
000, the $4,000,000 would be deducted from the 
88. 000. 000, and the other $4, 000, 000 be assessed 
as capital stock. 

Mr. Muirhead—Does the local Assessor have 
anything to do with the assessment of capital 
stock’ 

Mr. Derickeon—Yes; and I will say that he has 
neglected that duty. It is their dutv to collect all 
the information and return it to the County Board 
and the County Clerk, to be returned to the State 
Auditor for the use of the State Board. 

Mr. Muirhead— Don't the law require that the 
railroads shall return their stock to the Auditor? 

Mr. Derickson—They are to return their tangi- 
ble property, not their capital stock. 

Mr. Muirnead—lIsn'tit a fact that the Assessors 
don’t have anything to do with the railroads’ 

Mr. Derickson referred to the record of the 
State Board, and called upon Mr. Root who read 
that portion of a report of the Committee on Capi- 
tal Stock, which complained that the returns were 
meagre, in some cases entirely wanting as to capi- 
tal stock and tangibie property, and which express- 
ed the Conimittee’s regret that the Assessors had 
not generally observed the requirements, some 
corporations not having been reported, and others 
having possibly escaped assessment altogether. 
Mr. Root added, after reading the extracts, that 
not one-tenth of the corporations in Cook County 
were returned at all bythe local Assessors, that 
the State Board had to send a specia] committee to 
Chicago to get the required information, and that 
it staid here a week digging the matter up.

The only practical trou 
people and the administration the law and 
government was concerned, was the in- 
equality’ in the assessment. According to 
the Sapreme Court of Wieconsin, the inequality 
existed because the Assessor had left the line 
pointed out by law. Whether that was true or not, 
was not for the meeting to discuss. The law laid 
down the rule. If the Assessor were allowed to 
disregard it, and each man to set up a rule for 
himself, it seemed to him that the necessary result 
was inequality as between towns. But that did 
not affect the inequality between individuais. If 
the Assessor would insist upon an intelligent rule, 
—one-third or one-quarter, or the fair cash value, 
whatever it might be,—and follow it through the 
towns, there would be no trouble. But, having 
left the rule of authority, he felt at liberty to ap- 
piyone rule to one man, and another rule to 
auother. If the Courts permitted and the 
public eanctioned his leaving the statutory 
or authoritative rule, he became a law unto him- 
elf, as St. Paul said. One man might have a 
large pe-sonal, magnetic influence over him, and 
might say he didn’t have much property. The 
Assessor would say, All right; I'll put you down 
ut what ie richt. Another poor fellow might not 
have this personal magnetism, and another rule 
was applied. The speaker did not mean to say that 
money was used in this connection. Hewould not 
talk of that in this very simple queetion of mag- 
netic influence of the individual over the Assessor. 
It made no difference to tne people of this county 
or the State whether they were assessed at 
10 per cent or per cent, provided 
they could get tne cardinal principle of 
the Constitution enforced, and that was uwniform- 
ity. Leaving the question of oaths to be taken 
care of by the Assessors’ consciences, he would 
say that, if uniformity could be secured as between 
individuals and towns, he would be perfectly sat- 
wed. But, when the rule of authority was lest, 
there war vo restraint on the Assessor, and he 
made a different rule, or one for every individual 
whose property he assessed. Here was where 
human weakness came in and made the difficulty. 
To the Assessor who performed his duty, it made 
no difference wether a man said he had no prop- 
erty, or not much property, or anything else 
Such an Assessor was like a soldier, and must do 
his duty ordie. **I would ratner die physically,” 
said the Judge, in conclusion, than to walk 
through two such oaths as are required by our 
statut. (Applause. ) 
COMPTROLLER FARWELL 

desired to correct any impression which might ex- 
ist that the City Government was anxious to m- 
crease the assessment in order to increase the 
funded debt.

—want of uniformity in the assessment. 

Judge Wallace said there was another thing to 
which he desired to call attention. It was the ques- 
tion of money. That was an articie of property 
that must go in at its cash value. The consequence 
was that people about to be assessed didn’t have any 
money on hand. If all property was assessed ac- 
cording to the rule laid down by authority, this 
would not occur. Mr. Adsit had given his returu 
to the Assessor at $48,000. In other words, that 
was his deposit in bank subject to assessment. 
The State Board put on 50 or 00 per cent, it went 
to the Supreme Court, and that tribunal said, 
‘**Wecan'trelieve this man. The result was 
that property was assessed that pever existed. 
This trouble came from the 33 per cent valuation. 

MR. ROOT 
was called upon and gave his views. He did not 
propose to dodge the responsibility of the question 
presented by Mr. Derickson or deny the truth. An 
evil could never be corrected until public sentiment 
was corrected. The Constitution had established 
‘‘the value“ as a standard. That value was 
money—dollar for dollar. The foundation of all 
this trouble was that the Assessor, the Levislature. 
and the people had undertaken to depart from that 
solitary rule of an absolute standard of the meas- 
ure of value, which wae a dollar for a dollar. The 
incongruity of the Revenue law was this: that. 
while an Assessor was sworn to assess at a fair 
cash value, the law authorized — County Board 
to equalize between towns. Why! Simply be- 
cause they knew the Assessors were not going to 
do their duty. If they did their duty, there 
would be no. occasion for that Board to 
equalize, or for the State Board of 
Equalization to meet. The rule of uniformity 
was the great thingto be established, and hence 
the Legislature had established the rule of a fair 
cash value. One of the great difficulties was not 
altogether thatthe property of the State, which 
was visible and tangibie, was not assessed enough. 
The trouble was that some property was not as- 
sessed at all. There were milions of dollars of 
persona! property on the South Side which the As- 
sessor never reacned at all [applause], and that was 
the trouble. That was the reason the people felt 
that the burdens were too great to be borne. Would 
anybody pretend to say thatthere were not men 
who had rents of from $5, 000 to 850. 000 or $200, - 
000, whom the Assessor never saw?! ‘They might say 
that their land paid the tax, but the law required 
the land to be taxed as real estate and the moncy as 
personal property. AR of men here who 
could draw their check for $25, 000 to-day—men 
who, perhaps, would not have their money in the 
bank, but whose credit was so good that the checks 
would be cashed at eight. He knew men here who 
were rated at from $100, 000 to $500, 000, and who 
did not pay as much personal property tax as he 
did. Suppose they were reached. Suppose the 
A. eessor started out to do the fair thing. Did any- 
body suppose that Mr. Niehoff would have so much 
trouble in his Committee on Personal Property?’ 
Not at all. The complaint was not that

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REVOLUTIONARY SOUVENIRS. 
+ Ptladeiphia Ties. 

Gen, W. W. H. Davis, Commissioner to the 
Paris Exposition from Pennsylvania, will sail on 
Tuesday next, to remain until the Exposition 
closes. He will bear with him several interest- 
ing souvenirs of Lafayette and Rochambeuu's 
Revolutionary exploits to their descendants in 
France. Gen. Davis has had a beautiful gold- 
mounted cane made from the band-railing of 
the stairway of the old Bethlehem house where 
Gen. Lafayette lay wounded after the battle of. 
Brandywine. ‘The Marquis de Lafayette, 
to whom the cane will be presented, 
is a grandson of the Lafayette of Revolutionary 
fame. He will also present two small but ele- 
gant paintings to the Marquis de Lafayette. 
One furnished bv himself represents the old 
Moravian house at Bethlehem, in which Lafay- 
cette lay when wounded, ‘he building has 
appeared, having been torn down in 1872, but a 
capital picture of it has been obtained as it was 
when Lafayette occupied it. The other picture 
will be presented by Gen. Davis for Mr. Geurge 
W. Childs, of the Ledger. It is a small but su- 

verb puinting of the house in Warwick Township, 


ucks County, a mile above Hartsville, where 


Lafayette reported to Washington’s headquar- 
ters in August, 1777, for duty in the Continental 
army. The house is yet standing in good con- 
dition, and is occupied as a residence, Gen. 
Davis bas also made un unique inkstand from a 
block of wood cut out of the old Lafayette 
house in Bethichem, which he will present to 
Count Rochambean, grandson of Gen. Rocham- 
beau, commander of the French expeditionary 
army tothe United Statesin 1780. In the elab- 
orate carvings of the inkstand are beautifully 
blended the Fleur de Lis, or the old flag of 
France, the Stars and Stripes, the shield with

An Emphatic Condemnation of 
Subsidies. 
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The Pacific Rallroad Committee of the House 
having, by a vote of seren to six, agreed to report 
the Texas Pacific bili favorably,—two or more of 
the seven expressing their desire to amend it, or 
defeat it, on the floor,—the minority members, 
Mesers. Morrison, Landers, Luttreil, Blair. Rice, 
and Hewitt, have stated their views in areport, of 
which the following are the material portions: 

Weare unable to concur m the views of the 
majority of the Committce, but desire the adop- 
tion by Congress of such measures as will secure 
the early Construction of a trans-continenrcal rall- 
road for the special use and development of the 
Southern and Soathwestern States and Territories. 
We believe that this important object can be ac- 
complished Without snbeidy from the Government, 
and submit the following viewe and the accom- 
panying bill for the consideration of the House: 
THE PRESENT CONDITION OF THE SOUTHERN 

LINE. 

The Texas & Pacific Railway Company, a cor- 
poration of the State of Texas, in the year 1871, 
was authorized by Congtess to construct its road 
and telegraph from Marshall, in Eastern Texas, 

along and near the thirty-second parallel of north 
latitude, through that State and the Territories of 
New Mexico and Arizona, to San Diego, a small 
city on the Pacific coast, on the bay of the same 
name, supposed to be well adapted to commercial 
purposes, and having a population of 4,000 to 
5,000 people. The distance from Marshall to San 
Diego is estimated at 1,574 miles by the authori- 
ties of the Texas & Pacific Company, while those 
of the Southern Pacific Company believe it to be 
about 100 miles greater. 

Failing to meet these provisions, the Texas & 
Pacific Company has obtained by constraction and 
purchase and has nowin operation 413 miles 4 
road, which inclose a parallelogram in Northens 
ern Texas, having a base of 183 miles, — 
from Marshall to Fort Worth, now the western 
terminus of the road, which only is a part of the 
trunk line; the remainder of the 443 miles fs so 
located as to secure the more valuable lands granted 
by the State of Texas, probably because the pe 
culiar embarrassments of the Company were auch 

that its credit was based chiefly upon the granted 
lands. There le thus remaining of the trunk line 

between Fort Worth ata San Diego a distance of 
1,401 miles upon which nothing has been done. 

Ot the ten vears allowed by the charter within 
which to complete this great work, only four re- 
main, and a considerable portion ef one of these 
must elapee defore the enactment of the desired 
legislation is possible. Six-tenths of the time has 
been consumed in the constraction o fless than on 1e 
eighth of the trunk line, and that at the easte rly 
terminus, ip close connection with the great mid- 
die system of roads and the central belt of States, 
rather than with the Southern system ot roads and 
the Soutbern States. 

The corporation has fallen thus far short of the 
performance of ite undertaking, although it re- 
ceived from the State of Texas the munificent grant 
of the alternate sections of land for forty miles in 
width along each side of its line, or eighty miles in 
all, through the State of Texas, and the same from 
the United States through the Territoriessand in 
California, contingent upon its compliance with 
the conditions of the grant, 

THE SUBSIDY DESIRED MORE THAN THE ROAD. 

The credit of the Texas & Pacife Comp: uy was 
seriously 'mpaired before the panic of 1873, and 
under its influence has sti farther declined. It 
admits its pecuniary iffability, and assigns that as 
a reason for ita failure to comply with the ‘condi- 
tions imposed upon it by law. 

In 1875 it applied to Congress for a subsidy of 
over $60, 000, 000, in addition to its land-grant of 
22. 528,000 acres in Texas, and 18,000,000 in the 
Territorics, being a money subset ly of twice the 
probable cost of building and equiping the road. 

The application failed. It now ch inge the form 
rather than the substance of its request, and asks 
for a guaranty of interest on $25, 000 a mile for the 
easier and $46, 000 for the heavier portions of the 
road, amounting in ail to $38, 500, 000 at 5 per cent 
annually for fifty years. 

The bonds of the Government bedring 444 per 
cent interest have recently been sold at parin re- 
funding the national debt. If the public faith is 
kept, and its credit unimpaired, the time iz not 
remote when the Government will be able to effect 
loans at the rates of Sand 34% per cent. as now 
paid by England. The oifference between the in- 
terest on these 5 per cent Texas & Pacific bonds for 
fifty years and the ordinary rates which the Gov- 
ernment will have topay on the same amount for 
the same time, if invested as it might be by the 
Government for the payment of its own debt, 
would amount to much more than the cost of the 
road, so that the Government would be far better 
off to build the road and give it to the Texas & 
Pacific Company outright than to guarantee the 
interest on its à per cent fifty-year bonds, accord- 
ing to its request. 

The total amount of interest guaranteed by the 
Government would, if paid into a sinking fund. 
amount to more than $700,000,000 in fifty years, 
and weare calied upon to guarantee the payment of 
this sum in addition to the proceeds of the !and- 
grant, in order to enable the Texas & Pacific Com- 
pany to complete its road. 

We are opposed to ail pecuniary subsidies and 
guarantees by the Government in whatever form 
for the benefit of railroads at this time, however 
desirable their construction. In time of peace, 
private capital seeking profitable investment will 
generally promote commercial development quite 
as fast as is consistent with safety and permanent 
prosperity. If the men in charge of a meritorious 
enterprise con. mand the confidence of Capitalists, 
or even the too easily won trust of the middle 
classes, there is no need of calling upon the na- 
tion for subsidies or guarantees. 

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD. 

The Southern Pacific Railroad Company is a cor- 
poration of the State of California. 

This corporation has constructed its road to Fort 
Yuma, on the easterly bank of the Colorado River, 
in the southwesteriy corner of the Territory of 
Arizona, which it claims to be the authorized 
point of connection with the Texas & Pacilic Road, 
a distance of about 720 miles. Its track has been 
laid through and over extraoidinary natural ob- 
stacies at the expense of about 860. 000. 000, and 
the 350 miles of “its southern portion passes 
through a desert and for 164 miles nearest the 
Colorado without an oasis, This road, built to

SITION OF THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY. 
The Southern Paciiic Railroad, dy force of the 
bsolute necevsity.of its securing Kastern connec- 
ions us soon us possivie, in order to preserve its 
upital, ie the oniy party which has both the power 
end the disposition to build this road. 
ue Southern Pacific Company interposed no op- 

position to the guarantee asked bv the Texas & 
Paciiic east of the Rio Grande; but contemplatin 
the contingency of the deniai of guarantee of bonds 
to the [Texas & Pacific Company, and the conse- 
quent total coliapse of its undertaking. strongly in- 
sisted that justice required that they should not be 
heid in check awaiting the result of continued ap- 
plications by the Texas & Facide Company for the 
money or credit of the nation with which to per 
form what the Southern Pacific was ready to du im- 
mediately for the land-graut alone. 

To this bili the Texas & Pacific Company ob- 
jected. The only argument entitled to ws ight, in 
our opinion, was that the Southern Pacific, con- 
necting with the ocean at San Francisco, and hav- 
ing intimate business relations with tae Central 
Pacific Raijroad. might enter into combinations 
with that corporation against the public interest, 
and that the advantages of competition and of an 
occasional connection at San Diego would then be 
lost. 

COMPETITION AND COMBINATION. 

We believe that any competition between rival 
parallel lines of raiiroad forthe same business, 
which results in a loss to the companies, is sure to 

end in one of two ways, either in a combination by 
which the public will lose far more than it has ever 
gained from competition, or, on the other hand, in 
the ruinous cutting of rates persisted in until the 
weaker corporation is ruined, the public is left to 
— rapacity of the survivor, There is no rea! pro- 

tection to the public but in the enforcement of the 
law of the land. Competition which takes from 
corporations just Compensation ia quite as ruinous 
as combination which gives them too mucha. 

No one can believe that the Texas & Pacific Com- 
pany would, after constructing its line to the Pa- 
cific Ocean, long cowpete with any rival to its own 
loss, or even so as to produce — 4 reduction of 
rates below the maximum to which the public 
would submit; or that K would fail to repair te 
losses or increase its gains whenever an opportu- 
nity might offer. We repeat that nothing but the 
law. and the enforcement of the law by the Govern- 
ment, can protect the public against the love of 

in which is inherent in human nature. 

This truth is recognized by the bill of the Texas 
& Pacific Company reported by the majority of the 
Committee, and stringent provisions are therein 
made io hold that corporation within the bounds 
of justice and law; very unusual safeguards being 
provided for ia consideration of the fact that the 
Government itself ie really required by the bill to 
fiirnish the means necessary to build the road and 
give the projectorsan additional bonus of $20, 000, - 
000. trictions and conditions in a charter can 
be enforced by the machinery of the law aguinst 
one corporation as well as another. 

WILL THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC COMPANY BUILD 
THE ROAD 

We submit that it will work great wrong to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad corporation, to the great 
eountr 
to reject this bill and to enact the hill — 
mended by the — 4 of the Committee in the 
Paciic Company, or to 
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measure does not antago nor dia the Southern 

Pacific Railroad antagonize before us, any railroad 
project, branch, or connection east of! the Rio 
Grande, It simply agks to build d 600 miles of 
railroad half-way from the Colorado to Fort 
Worth, the present westerly terminus of the 
Texas & Pavifie Company, and ninety additional 

miles in California, to complete the San Diego con- 
nection, without any public aid, and subject to all 
in the lie interest. 

FPruc, it desires the land-grant, bat we da not 
recommend it, because we believe that thie corpo- 
ration will baild the road without. 

Should the representatives of that portion of the 
country chiefly to be benefited, not by the subsidy, 
but by the road, defeat this Measure, it is difficult 
for us to see how they can re asonably expect the 
rest of the country to consent to burden the tax- 
payer, qnd embarrass our polley with the most 
dangerous precedent, which would exhaust the 
Treasury with hundreds of subsidies throughout 
the unlimited future of the nation. 

It would rem impossible for auy man to justify 
himeelf to his constituency aud to his country at 
large ina course which depletes the Treasury 
when all that is desired is attainable without ex- 
pense to the people. 

VIEWS OF MESSRS. LUTTRELL AND BLAIR. 

Both the act and its end ue required as a 
condition precedent that the work should be 

prosecuted stmulitaneéousiy from the eastern and 
western termini. By the act of 1872 there were 
required to be completed not less than 500 miles 
on the mam line in Texas, and fot less 
than 110 miles in California by. May 2.

in thie attitude of affairs it represents that it 
would be a great hardship to be compelled to wait 
indetinitely upon @ disabled company for a con- 
necting road from the Hast. and asks of us the 

privilege of continuing its road eastward through 
th w Territeries to the Ric Grande and as much 
farther as might be necessary to meet the Texas 
roads within. six yeare. Such is the desire for an 
outlet to the East which shall admit it te 
participation in threagh Overland traffic that 
it offers that, if ita request be granted, 
to construct a line to San Diego Harbor in 
addition to its present ocean termini, and to pro- 
rate on thtouch business with all. Eastern connee- 
tions to San Francisco or other points, and to al- 
low Congress to impose the rates and fares on the 
line between its E asiern and Western termini at 
Pacific ports, although asking no aid of the United 
States which it is not its advantage for Congress to 
grünt This is rather more than it is witain the 
power of the other Company to offer, No good 
and satisfactory reason 15 found why this proposi- 

ion should not be promptly and cheerfully ac- 
cased 
FROM A BUSINESS STANDPOINT. 

Two propositions are before as looking to that 
end. One of them, the Texas & Pacific, seeks to 
retain its land-grant from the United States, 
amounting to 18, 000, 000 acres, to obtain two 
years’ additional time, arm a special and extraordi- 
nary grant of the eredit of the nation in the form 
of au, indorsement upon 888. 750. 000 of the Com- 
pany's bonds, pledging it to the payment of 5 per 
0 ent gold interest for aft) years. 

The other, the Southern able, ake only our 
sanction to continue its road eastward across the 
Territories within the same time, bat without any 
other ar further assistance than the contiguous 
grant of lands now at the disposal of Congress. 

Whieh of these two propositions as wuardians of 
the public interest can we adept? Which of these 
two candidates, as practical business men, ought 
we to intrust with this andertaking? We shouid 
select the propesition mort favorable to the good 
of the people. It would seem that, by the charter, 
the grant of land along the thirty-second parallel 
une in the Territories was made double that of the 
pioneer line by the forty-first parallel. as if in lieu 
of . aid in money or credit, 

re we administering our own private business 
mA we fora moment hesitate between these of- 
fers. — one of which, besides being an undeserved 
favor. involves great responsibilities, dangerous 
precedent, and great risks, while the other avoids 
all commitments, all doubtful policy. and mesures 
all its proie: va benetits within the same time 
without the risk of a dollar of the people's money 
or credit? We conceive we are not here as the 
almoners of — bounty of the Government to its 
citizens or corporations, but as guardians of the 
public welfare, and truetees of its property and 
credit of the nation, sworn to ovey the Constita- 
tion. and — the best interests of the people, 
and in this view we cannot concur in the report of 
the majority, which proposes to Kraut a subsidy or 
guatinty of $38,750. 000 of the people's money or 
cred to a corporation. 

ANTI-SUBSIDY VIEWS OF MR. MORRISON, 

The Texas & Pacific Railroad Company seek to 
obtain the guarantee of the United States for the 
payment of the interest on $38, 750,000 of fifty- 
year 5 per cent bonds, to be iseued by said railroad 
company. and used oy it in balding and extend- 
ing its railroad from Fort W orth, in Texas, to the 
Pacific Ocean to San lego. m California. The 
raad to he constructed i, 400 miies in length. 
The bonds to be issu psmount to $27,675 per 
mile; and the interest Haranteed to be pald by 
the United States, use d asa stinking fund, and in- 
vested in Government bonds bearing the same rate 
of interest, would pay $4500, 000,000 of the public 
debt. 

POWER OF CONGRESS DOUBTFUL, 

Has Congress the power to authorize the coveted 
guarantee?! Tf it — is, then power has been con- 
ferred upon Con se to make gifts of the public 
moneys and — property to private corporations 
and individuals. las any such power been grant- 
ed by the Constitution, or is it necessary to the 
execution of any power that is granted’ 

This railroad, when built, will be the private 
property of the shareholders. It will be a military 
and post road in the same sense, and to the same 
extent, and none other, that all other railroads of 
the country over which the Government may trans- 
port its mails, troops, or supplics for reasonable 
compensation, are military and post roads. It is 
submitted that the power has not been conferred 
upon Congress to make the United States a party in 
such an enterprise by subscription to its capital 
stock: or more, to authorize the construction of 
the road outof the resources of the people to be 
wade a gift to the railroad company. 

The attempt to derive such power, the power to 
—— and give away a railroad from the power to 

fablish military and post roads, 1s, in the opinion 
of the undersigned, an attempt to prevent the ob 
vious purpose of a power intended for the public 
good to private ends. The United States are bound 
to provide for the general defense, but it does not 
follow that they may construct or operate a railroad 
for the exclustve benefit of a private corporation, 
because they may ultimately and im some possible 
contingency Want to use it fora military purpose, 
any more than they may go into partnership with a 
stock-raiser because horses are necessary im war. 
The United States have power to reguiate foreign 
commerce and commerce between the States. but it 
does not follow that they may indorse the notes of 
a shipbuilaeror a merchant by way of stimulating 
and encouraging business. The undersigned is 
unable to perceive any distinction in principle K 
tween these case sand the demand of the projec 
of this railroad fora loan of the Government credit 
to the extent of many millions with which to pros- 
ecute a private speculation. 

DANGER OF SUBSIDIES. 

The Railroad Company which asks for this enor- 
mous appropri ation of credit presents no claim 
upon the public which entities it to exemption from 
the general rule, The enterprise is essentially a 
private one, and the C ompany has already received 
from the United States and the State of Texas a 
sufficient basis of credit to have bnilt the road had 
its assets been prudently managed. 

The undersigned is not unmindful of the fact at 
a later period a different rule of construction pre- 
vailed from that which in the earlier days of the 
Republic, and which is now nere insisted upon. 

Undelegated power is necessarily unregulated and 
unrestrained. Power usurped never was and never 
will be honestly administered. 

But it is submitted that this belief affords no euf- 
ficient justific ation for the guarantee and subsidy 
asked. For were it contended, as it is not, that 
this enterprise is essentially of the Southern char- 
acter with which if is attempted to be stamped, no 
reason can be built upon that fact which may not 
be arged with equal force as a reason why the Gov- 
ernment should equalize between the lately con- 
tending sections aij the losses resulting from our 
uufortunate civil disturbances. 

RECORD OF THE DEMOCRATIC PARTY. 

The statement of the majority that the Govern- 
ment of the United States in view of the quantity 
of lands given to it by Southern States, has 
been unjust tothe South in its bestowal of bounties, 
is believed to find ita refutation in the character of 
the men who before the War represented that sec- 
tion. They were too sensitive as to the rights of 
their section to be satisfied with less than what was 
rightfully theirs. The undersigned is not advised 
as to how the Texas & Pacific Railroad Company 
acquired the franchise and right of way by which 
it is authorized to construct this railroad from Fort 
Worth to El Paso, in the State of Texas, whether 
by grant from the State of Texas or by purchase 
from or consolidation with the Memphis, EI Paso 
& Pacifie Railroad Company, under the foarth sec- 
tion of the act of March 3, 1871, entitled, An 
act to incorporate the Texas Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, and to aia in the construction of its road for 
other purposes, 

In the case of Davis vs. Gray, 16 Wallace, page 
203, United States Supreme Court decided that the 
Memphis, EI Paso & Pacific was a surviving cor- 
poration with all its property in possession, and all 
its faculties unimpaired. This franchise and right 
of way the company proposes to mortgage to in- 
demnify the Government for its guarantee. It be- 
comes a material fact, therefore, to know if it was 
ever acquired in either of the modes suggested, or 
otherwise, and whether it has been forfeited or 
lost with the Texas land grant. The undersigned 
expresses no opinion upon thie question, which 
was not considered by the Committee, but submits 
that due regard for the interests of the Govern- 
ment demands that before any guarantee is made 
based in part on a mortgage of the said franchise 
and right of the way, the House should be in- 
formed and advisea as to the title to what is pro- 
posed to be mortgaged.

Attorney Thomson, having gone as far into the ex- 
amination as his architectural knowledge would 
safely permit, thought that it would be wise to 
have the assistance of experts, and  ac- 
cordingly the services of Messrs. Van Osdel, 
Boyington, and Cleaveland were called into 
requisition. Accordingly, about 2 o'clock, a forced 
march was made upon the building by the three 
architects, supported by Mr. Thomson and Reve- 
nue Inspector Keefe, all being under the convoy of 
a Tninexx reporter, who made it his business to 
be around where he could do the most good. They 
dropped in at the office on the ground, with the 
hope of securing the assistance of Superintending 
Architect Burling, but he had gone out, and the 
clerk in charge could not tell when he would re- 
turn. The objective points of the inquisition were 
the chimneys. urns, mullions, gable copings, and 
gutters. Some of the investigators trusted :0 the 
elevator, and were taken to the roof by a single 
cable, while the others, puffing and blowing, 
climbed the tortuous stairs and almost vertical 
ladders. In the most learned and geological 
manner possibile they directed their eagle eyes to 
the various stones to which their attention had 
been called. These, having tthe appearance of 
being impregnated with petroleum, were subjected 
tothe nasal test, and the result of this formality 
was pronounced perfectly satisfactory. The mul- 
lions were suojected to rigorous inspection. There 
was a comparison of measurements ap and down, 
crosswise and otherwise, and, when several were 
discovered to have been built of two pieces, there 
was a significant ‘‘hem”™’ and a shrueging of 
the shoulders. The length, breadth, and 
thickness of the copings were thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and the experts ran their thumb nails 
along the surface of the stones to detect, if possi- 
ble, whether they had been sawn out or chisel- 
dressed. Thus we have seen barbers try the edge 
of their razors. The highly-ornate capitals of the 
chimneys were subjected to scrutiny, and the pat- 
tern of the carving was duly copied off into a small 
notebook by one of the investigators. Chmbing 
out on the gutter-ledge dividing the third story 
from the attic, the inquisitors groped along the 
narrow path—there being barely two feet between 
them and eternity—and calmly ar? Bo the cight- 
inch ditch excavated therein, and which was 
charged up at the rate of one foot per day. The 
manner in which the joints were hermetically 
sealed with lead and copper met their unqualified 
approval; but it was casy to see, from the evevated 
brow, ano wondering eyes, that the attempt to 
palm off one foot of plain digging for a days work 
wastoomuchof a fraudulent joke even in this 
city, where the people are accustomed to be robbed 
to the extent of 50 per cent in every public im- 
provement. Much of the performance of the ex- 
perte, while engaged in their investigations, 
seemed to the reporter like the action of a Chinese 
play. Whenever he asked for information he was 
frozen out with as little compunction as if he had 
held deuce high in a game of draw. 

Bat investigations, like circuses and cigars, can- 
not last forever. At the end of about an hour and 
one-half the party descended, some on the eleva- 
tor, others oy the laddera. Reaching terra firma, 
they marched in Indian file into the office of Mr. 
Burling 

AND REQUESTED TO SEE SOME PLANS 

so as to identify the numbers of some stones 
which they had been subjecting to microscopical 
research. Mr. Burling, afver shaking hands with 
aud saying Howdy” ag the experts, and bowing 
coldly to Mr. Thomson, sententiously observed 
that he didn’t have any plans, and couidn’t give 
the information required. The papers and 
things were all at the Collector's office, 
and no doubt Mr. Kalstrom would give the desircd 
information. This cavalier reception was not 
wasted on the commission and the experts. In 
the language of the fly cop. - Th **tumbled to 
the racket, and the place waich they filled for a 
few minutes knew them no more. 

The reporter lingered. He felt satisfied that Mr. 
Burling would have to speak a little oration to re- 
lieve his mind. The pencil-sharpener was not dis- 
appointed.

MR. BRENTANO. 
WHY UE iS HONE. 

After bavine interviewed Mr. Harrison, who 
had just returneg from Washington, a reporter of 
Tue Trispuns called last evening at the residence 
of the Hon. Lorenz Brentano, on North LaSalle 
street, for the purpose of subjecting him to the 
same process. The first question was how it was 
that he happened to be here at the present time? 

My private affairs required peremptorily my 
presence in the city for a few days, and, as my 
colleague from the Second District, the Hon. Car- 
ter H. Harrison, intended to go home for a few 
days, we paired on all political questions, so that 
neither his nor my vote will be lost. My leave of 
absence expires Monday evening, and before that 


time I shall be in my seat again. 

‘Did you observe that the River and Harbor 
Improvement bill was vassed yesterday in the 
House under a suspension of the rules? 

es, I read it this morning in Tur Trrpune, 
and am very sorry for it. The estimates for the 
Chicago harbor were $150,000, which the Com- 
mittee cut down to $75,000. They cut all the es- 
timates for improvements 50 per cent,—that is 
‘what they call economy. In times like the pres- 
ent. when thousands and thousands of honest men, 
who-are willing to work, cannot find anything to 
do. the Government ought to make all necessary 


improvements and thereby furnish assist 
ance to the laboring classes. Every private 
citizen who bas commenced a building, or has 
something to do, makes use of the time when 
labor and materiais are cheap, at the same time 
contribating his mite to alleviate the sufferings of 
the people; but here we practice false economy. 
Look at our Custom-House, and you have an illus- 
tration of the worst sort of economy. All the 
money necessary to finish that building ought to be 
appropriated in one heap, and the work ought to 
be harried to completion. By so doing we would 
gave a large amount of money which the Govern- 
ment now pays for vent, while we lose the interest 
of the money already invested in the building. The 
recent dieclosures of the infamous squandering of 
money in that building will, I am afraid. have a 
detrimental effect on the appropriations which we 
try to get. The passage of the River and Harbor 
Improvement bill is the result of that foolish rule 
that on every Monday after the morning hour auy 
measure can be pressed through the House by a 
two-thirds vote under the euspension of the rules, 
thereby excluding mature deliberation and amend- 
ments. Where such hasty legislation is possible, 
peonle must not wonder that so many bad laws are 
enacted.’ 
TAXATION. 

What is your opinion in regard tothe proposed 
reduction of the tax on tobacco and the reintro- 
duction of the income tax? 

As IT donot use tobacco in any form or shape 
whatsoever, I have certainly no personal interest 
in the tax on tobacco; and I therefore look at that 
tax only as a revenue-measure. If the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue approves of the pro- 
posea reduction, I have no objection, although it 
would seem to me that, in case our taxation could 
be reduced, there are cther taxes which might be 
lessened than the tax on tobacco. in regard to the 
proposed income tax, 1 hold asa principle that 
there is no tax more just thanatax on incomes 
above acertain amount, and, if it could be done, 
I would like to see ail taxation, Federal, State, and 
municipal, based on incomes. There is no more 
unjust tax tuan that on real estate, be- 
cause, in most cases, that tax is paid 
by the man who has only an equity in 
the property, while he who derives the most in- 
come from the real estate does not pay any taxes 
atall. But the Constitution of the United States 
provides that no direct tax shall be levid unless in 
proportion to the census. There can be no aoubt 
thatthe income tax is a direct tax, and has to be 
distributed amongst the States according to their 
population. Asa war-tax that could be overlook- 
ed, but now I would have very grave constitutional 
doubts about voting forftasit is reported by the 
Committee on Ways and Means. Aside from;that, 
its collection woutd be very difficult ina country 
like this, where people abhor all inquisitiveuss in 
their private aifairs, and where it therefore would 
be too great u temptation to fraud and even worse 
immoralities. * 

Now, as vou were elected on a Civil-Service 
reform platform, what have you to way about 
CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM‘ 

Oh! Jam sorry that you asked me such a ques- 
tion. Yes, | was elected on such a platform, and 
I expected that Mr. Hayes would inaugurate a new 
era. Butl am greatiy disappointed. Everybody 
was waiting fora well- considered and detined sys- 
tem of Civil-Service of the President and his Sec- 
retaries. Lut the promised message containing 
the outlines and details of such a system did never 
appear. Instead, appointments were made on 
personal and political grounds just as under the 
tormer Administration, and some of them may be 
pronounced us bad as they could be made. Weil, 
the re aponsibiltty reste with the Executive. The 
so-called competitive examinations in me of the 
Departments do not amount to much, and persona 
who oaghtto know intimate that very often it was 
decided before the examination was held who 
should get the best markt, and consequently the 
vacaut place. The complaint against the public 
officers is not so mach directed against their fitness 
as against their. honesty. and ayainst dishonest 
officers you cannot guard by examinations. I do 
not heaitate to pronounce the Civil-Service reform 
as practiced under the present Administration a 
great humbug. And here let me tell you that there 
1s great dis<atisfaction amongst the German-Amer- 
ican Republicans caused by the shaboy treatment 
which they receive at the hands of the present Ad- 
ministration. Under Lincoin and Grant, and even 
nnider Johnson, it was different. The German- 
American citizens were recognized, and lutrusted 
with important offices. ‘lhe present Administra- 
tion ignores this element in the party, and the con- 
sequences will likeiy oe feit. On the Democratic 
side of the House of Representatives are four mem- 
bers of German nativity. on our side only one. 

Are you in favor of the repeal of the 
BANKRUPT LAW!” 

‘*Certainly and unconditionally. The law was 
enacted for a good purpose, to protect honest 
creditors against dishonest debtors, and honest and 

unfortunate debtors against cruel creditors. This 
object of the law was oy no means reached. 
Whether the law is irreparably defective, or 
whether the men who are intrusted with its execu- 
tion are to be blamed, 1 do not know; certain it 
is that under that lawafew officers accumulated 
immense fortanes, the honest creditors were 
cheated, and more frauds and perjuries were com- 
mitted sthan people generaily kuow. Once in a 
while a petty offender was caught, but.the great 
rascals went unwhipped of justice. A tinker- 
ing of the law cannot help; here the die- 
secting knife is absolutely necessary to cut 
the whole law from the statute-boox. A friend of 
mine who is connected with the fire-insurance busi- 
ness told methatincendiary fires were lees under 
the administration of the Bankrupt law, because 
rascally debtors could do better by going into bank- 
rgptcy than by setting fre to their stores or ware- 

houses. 

Ho do you stand on the Wood Tariff bill?” 

‘* Firmly op ypusedtoit. I think it inopportune 
to tinker the Tariff laws at present. The country 
has just passed through an awful crisie, which is 
not quite over yet, but which draws near its end. 

Toe uncertainty iu business matters growing out of 
an agitation of the tariff question cannot but have a 
detrimental influence on our commerce and our in- 
dustries. There is no doubt that our Tariff laws 
might be amended in many details, but it seems to 
me better to wait til! the country is in a more 
prosperous condition.’
